The following rules prescribed by the President, 
in accordance with section 3 of the act of Congress 
appreved October 1, 1890, providing for a system of 
examination to determine the fitness for promotion 
of all officers of the Army below a certain grade 
are, by direction of the Secretary of War, published 
for the information and guidance of all concerned: 


I. After January 1, 1893, the scope of examination for 
officers of the line will be as follows : 
First.—For promotion from 2d to lst lieutenant. 

Manual of guard duty; military law; elements of field 
engineering; signaling ; drill regulations (candidate's arm 
only). Manual of instruction: Cavalry—Hippology ; Artil- 
lery—Exterior ballistics; Infantry—Fire discipline, Minor 
tactics; small-arms firing regulations (cavalry and infantry 
only); administration. 

Second.—For promotion from 1st lieutenant to captain. 

Military law; elements of field engineering; signaling: 
@rill gap (candidate’s arm only); manuals of in- 
struction, as prescribed for 2d lieutenants; minor tactics; 
military topograpby; small-arms firing regulations (cavairy 
and infantry only); administration. 


Third.—For promotion from captain to major. 

Military law; drill regulations (candidate’s arm only); 
mioor tactics ; administration. 

Essay of not less than 3,000 words upon a professional 
topic, selected by the candidate,and submitted to the Adju- 
tant-General for the approval of the Major-General Com- 
manding the Army. The essay to be prepared at any time 
during the three months immediately preceding the exam- 
ination, the date of which will be communicated by the 
Adjutant- General. 

‘ourth. lstand 2d lieutenants of artillery, serving with 
light batteries at the time of examination, will be examined 
in biopology as prescribed for cavalry. 

Fifth. Examinations, conducted in conformity with the 
Memorandum of October 00, 1891, from this office, wil', for 
ba purpose of marking, be divided into two parts, as 

ollows: 

1. To each written question a numerical value will be at- 
— and the board will credit each answer according to 

ts pature. 

2. To each exercise in parade examination, and the attend- 
ing oral questions if any are propounded, tae board wil! in 
like manner allot a numerical! value, and credit each test 
acecrding to its merit. In subjects exclusively or almost 
entirely oral, such as small-arms firing regulations, and ad- 
ministration, a numerical value will be given each subject, 
oe . credit given on the general result of all the answers 
therein. 

No candidate wil) be passed who shall not obtain an aver- 
age of 60 per’cent. in all the written questions propounded ; 
and an average of 70 per cent. in parade and oral examin- 
ations cons dered collectively. 

Sixth. Graduating diplomas of the Infantry and Cavalry 
School, and the Artillery School, dated not more than five 
years anterior to examination, shall be accepted as sufficient 
evidence ot proficiency in subjects enumerated therein. 

IL. With the approval of the Secretary of War, the fol- 
home is published for the information and guidance of the 

rmy: 

First. On November 1, 1891, or 98 soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable, there shall be estublished at every pust in the Army, 
gairisoned by troops of the line, an otlicers’ lyeeum. From 
the work connected therewith no officer of the line shail be 
excused excepting uoder such circumstances as would 
exempt him from any other duty at the post. The com- 
manding officer of the post shall be president of the ly- 
ceum, and in that capacity act as director of instruction, 
subject to the supervision of the department commander. 
He shall be assisted by a secretary, from the officers of the 
garrison, whose duty shall be to keep a simple record of the 
proceedings of the lyceum. The secretary shall not be ex- 
cused from the same duty that fails upon other members of 
the lyceum. The commanding officer shall also be assisted 
by such assistant instructors from officers of the garrison as 
may be soqreves by the department commander. 

Second, The president of the lyceum will prepare a care- 
fuliy-considered scheme of theorvtical instruction, selected 
from the subjects enumerated in Paragraph I. bereof, and 
assignments to courses Of study will be made with special 
oeeaee to the requirements of examinations for pro- 
motion, 

Field officers will not be required to participate as mem- 
bers ot the lyceum in this part of the work excepting as it 
may be expedient to empioy them as assistant instructors. 

Third. Ia addition to systematic recitations in the fore- 
going curriculum, a selected professional subject will an- 
pually be assigned, by name, to every officer belonging to 
the lyceum, tor original investigation and written report, 
for the preparation of which ample time should be allowed. 
A schedule showing the subject assigned to each officer, and 
the dates at which the papers are to be read before the ly- 
ceum, will be submitted for the information and approval 
of the department commander, 

As tar as practicable the preferences of officers will be 
consulted in the assignment of subjects, which should be 
= with reference to their capacity to properly treat 


hem. 
The professional popes will be read at stated meetings of 
the lyceum, and full discussion of each will be encouraged. 
No minutes of the discussion will be kept, and atter a paper 
is read it will be rded as the private property of the 
author.

When a railroad ticket or transportation request carrie: 
with it the right or privilege of having a certain number of 
pounds of “* transported free of charge for each 
passenger holding or entitled to travel upon such ticket or 














coquest, the term ” sball not be heid to include 
only the “ wearing apparel” of such passenger. 
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When any transportation line bolds out to the public in 
any manner whatever that it will carry free of charge a 
certain number of pounds of baggage upon a ticket or 
transportation request, the United States has the right to 
insist upon a litera! fulfilment of said stipulation on its part, 
irrespective of any private instructions given by such line 
to its agents or baggage-men. 

The term “baggage,” as interpreted or defined by the 
courts generally, as well as by all law dictionaries, and such 
standard lexicographers as Webster and Worcester, includes 
mucb more than is comprebended in the term “ wearing ap- 


rel. 

Bouvier’s Law Dictionary states that from analogy to the 
articles specified as baggage in various judicial decisions, it 
will be obvious that the term “ baggage " must comprehend 
an almost inflaite number and variety of articles not enu- 


merated. 

The officers of the Quartermaster’s Department can not 
properly be authorized to settle the bilis of transportation 
lines upon any Other basis than that above indicated, in all 
cases where such basis is applicable, unless Congress or the 
proper courts shall provide some other basis.

DISBURSING officers of the Navy and Marine Corps must

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THE NEW DRILL REGULATIONS. 


WE learn that the manuscript for the new Drill 
Regulations for infantry was sent to the public 
printer this week. They will probably be ready for 
issue about Jan. 1. The most radical departure 
from Upton's tactics in the new work is 1n the matter 
of skirmishers and skirmishing. The revised 
European systems have been followed in the ‘‘ex- 
tended order” regulations, especially the French. 


Paragraph 502 is as follows: 
502. The squad is the basis of extended order. Men will be 
a. %. to regard the squad as the unit from which they 
Ougbt never to be sepurated; but if the squad shuuld be 
brveken up or the men become separate, they pluce them- 
selves under the orders of tne nearest leader and remain 
with bis squod as if it was the one to waoicb they origioally 
belonged. Officers and sergeanrs will give iheirattention to 
preserving the integrity of the squaas; they appoint new 
leaders to replace those disabled, Organize new equads 
when necessary and see that every man is placed in a squad, 
This is sufficient to indicate the radical departure 
from our present tactics. The ranges for battle fir- 
ing are classified as follows : Short range up to 300 
yards; mid range, 300 to 600; long range, 600 to 
1,400; extreme range, 1,400 to 2,000 yards. The 
fire of individual men is restricted to 800 yards, ex- 
cept in the case of sharpshooters. Volleys may be 
fired at extreme ranges when ammuuition is plenty 
and the enemy in large bodies. Otherwise at dis- 
tance not exceeding 800 yards against a squad front; 
1,000 yards against a platoon front, and 1,200 
yards at acompany front. Oareful instructions are 
given as to the use of cover and to the exaction of 
rigid fire discipline. More than three volleys will 
rarely be fired without intermission. The normal in- 
terval between skirmishers is two paces; between 
squads fifteen paces; between sections of two squads 
thirty paces, of three squads forty-five paces. The 
platoon forms line of sections and marches in this 
formation, increasing and diminishing intervals as 
required. As the fire of the enemy becomes more 
and most effective the larger tactical units are di. 
vided until the more advanced troops form in line 
of squads and the squads deploy into a skirmish 
line, supported and fed from the rear, At about 
1,400 yards the firing line forms line of sections; at 
1,200 line of squads, and at 900 deploys as skir- 
mishers. Ground is gained by rushes from cover 
to cover, the arrival of supports being usually the 
signal for rashes. The sections of the support re- 





inforce the sections of their own platoon advancing 
under cover of their fire aud taking position so as 
to join in the next rush. Volleys are to be used 
to the last practicable moment. Very exact de. 
tails are given as to the duties of officers and men, 
and minute instructions as to the bearing of bodies, 
large or small, in the various situations the battle 
field develops. 

Small arms will require sling straps, in order to 
permit of carrying out the manual and the taking of 
various positions in rifle firing. The sling strap has 
within recent years become an important adjunct 
in all infantry work. The underlying principle 
throughout the new manual is simplicity. A bright 
recruit should learn it in one hour of instruction. 

Instruction in the School of the Soldier is more 
complete than in Upton’s Tactics, and special at- 
tention is given to the new unit of organi- 
zation, the squad. This consists of eight men in 
double rank under the command of a corporal. In 
close order the squad is termed a four. To ac- 
custom the recruits to their duties in all positions 
their places in the squad will be frequently changed. 
The turn is substituted for wheeling; the manual 
of arms and the bayonet exercises have been sim- 
plified. There is little change in the company 
drill, There are a few additional movements for 
forming in line of platoons and in column of fours. 
Greater development is given to movements in line 
of columns, and a new feature is the mancuvres 
of a company in column of platoons. There are 
also additional formations of companies successive- 
ly from column of fours iuto column of companies, 
and the reverse, changing direction at the same 
time. The movements of wings of battalions, the 
double column and by divisions are omitted. The 
regiment is composed of three battalions with inter- 
vals of twenty-four paces. The evolutions provide 
for formations in one, two or three lines, and are 
similar to those for the brigade in Upton. Move- 
ments to and from line and column of masses are 
given prominence. The company is divided into 
two platoons, and each platoon into two sections of 
two or more squads each. The following shows 
the order of companies in line from right to left :

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The new drill regulations having been finally 
acopted, it is not worth while to criticise them. 
We shall soon know what our soldiers think of 
them. With the study they require and the necessity 
of preparing for the promotion examinations our offi- 
cers will have abundant ovcupation for some time 
tocome. The main point to be mastered in the 
new drill is the handlimg of companies in detached 


formation. 


WHEN Chief Engineer Geo. W. Melville was ap- 
pointed Engineer-in-Ohief of the Navy the mem- 
bers of his corps, and all who knew him, were en- 
tirely satisfied that he would make one of the 
ablest administrators the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing has ever had. Those whodid not know him 
then, but who have since had an opportunity of 
testing his work, are now equally satisfied of his 
capacity. Among them are the President and the 
Secretary of the Navy. The fact that his reappoint- 
ment at the end of his term in January next is 
already assured 1s proof that they recognize the fact 
that they have the right man inthe right place, and 
they intend to keep him there. These three ques- 
tions should be asked concerning the head of an ad- 
ministrative department : Is he honest? is he able? 
has he the interests of the Service at heart? To all 
of these questions a most hearty affirmative may be 
returned in the case of the present Engineer-in 
Chief. He has, moreover, a bonhomie which wins 
the affections of those whose respect is already as 
sured. Engineer-in-Chief Melville may well feel 
proud of the record he has made thus far. He has 
had the responsibility for the design or approval of 
machinery aggregating over 225,000 horse power, 
his designs culminating in the well known triple 
screw cruiser known as The Pirate. This magnifi- 
cent work has gained him as great a reputation 
among engineers as his heroism in the Arctic did 
among people in general. As long as such men are 
at the head of the great bureaus of the Department, 
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the country can count on honest and efficient work; 
and Secretary Tracy is to be congratulated on thus 
emphasizing the stand he has already taken that the 
Navy Department in all its branches is to be run on 
sound principles. 








Ir appears from the ‘‘ List of actions, etc., with 
Indians,” lately published by the Acjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, that during the past twenty-five years 
our little Army lost in killed 62 officers and 874 
men, and in wounded 66 officers and 994 men. The 
desperate nature of the fighting may be seen not 
only of the large percentage of the casualties to the 
small number engaged, but more especially from 
the large proportion, almost equal, of the killed to 
the wounded. Tois is believed to be unprecedented 
in warfare. It may be added, incidentally, that 
the above named compilation is one of the most 
valuable additions to the history of the American 
Army, and if it were possible to complete the list 
so as to include all casualties in engagements, since 
the organization of the Army (those of the princi- 
pal wars are already approximately complete), it 
would give us—-what the war offices of the leading 
European nations bave always taken great pains to 
record—a history of the Army, including the fight- 
ing record of each troop, battery or company, with 
losses in each. 





Tue Army and Navy Gazette complains that there 
is a prejudice in England against cavalry, and it 
contrasts this with the high regard entertaimed by 
the better instructed Germans forthe mounted arm 
of the service. Not to include such cavalry en- 
thusiasts as the late Generals von Schmidt and 
Koehler, the writings of men of the other arms— 
as, for instance, Hohenlohe and Von Scherff—and 
the cavalry instructions, show that the English sola- 
tion of this question, judging by the decisions of 
umpires, is perhaps not so final as it might be. The 
invariable rule in these engagements—certainly 
until lately—has been that the umpires have de- 
cided against the cavalry, no matter bow suddenly 
or cleverly the charge may have been made. Bring- 
ing to bear a single gun has been considered suffi- 
cient to throw out a whole regiment of Hussars who 
rode into two batteries getting into position. *‘What 
could be expected from men who were always hay- 
ing the lesson dinned into their ears that, though 
ornamental, they were not useful, and that, though 
their appearance added picturesqueness to a review, 
so far as real work was concerned they had better 
have remained in barracks.” 








A CORRESPONDENT, referring to a statement made 
in arecent lecture on military punishments, that 
“the severest punishments are inflicted in our 
Army, the mildest in the German Army,” says: 
‘* So they are on paper, but go to any of our posts 
used as military prisons, and it will be very percep- 
tible that the nature of the punishments, outside of 
the deprivation of liberty, is exceedingly merciful, 
too merciful to be just. In fact, some duty soldiers 
have gone so far as to envy the imprisoned ones, 
who are well fed, have very little to do and that of 
a dawdling, happy-go-lucky description, have regu- 
lar hours, plenty of reading matter, tobacco, packs 
of cards enough to go round, and several other 
luxuries in the way of ease and idleness. Doubt- 
less the German method of punishment is what it 
ought to be—short, sharp, rigorous and likely to 
have a lasting and wholesome impression upon the 
culprit. So it ought to be with us.” Without dis- 
cussing the question at length, we somewhat incline 
to the views of our correspondent. 





CONCERNING the report of the Phythian or Naval 
Stagnation Board, a member of the Board, in a pri- 
vate letter, says: ‘‘ It is of great importance that no 
mistake should be made regarding what is proposed. 
The difficulty of any reform grows with increasing 
rapidity, and anything that can be done to hasten 
the adoption of any fair remedy will be a great gain 
to the Service. So far as I can see, a carrying out 
of the Board’s proposals would do no injury to any 
ene, as compared with what will occur under our 
present system, and would be an epormous benefit 
to a very great majority personally, and to the 
Service as a whole. It must be remembered that we 


propose first a special remedy. After the applica- 


tion of this comes the general remedies of constant 
application, all of which the Herald of this morning 
does not seem to grasp; in fact, its remarks are 
absurdly wide of the true bearing of the report. 
The report 1s the result of several months’ thought 
and discussion, and I hope it will not be lightly put 
aside by reason of wrong impressions which may 
easily arise unless it be carefully considered.” We 
call attention to this statement, that it may serve to 
correct the erroneous impressions created by com- 
ments based upon partial publications of the re- 
port. Wegaveit in full in the JouRNAL, so that 
our naval readers, who are the opes most compe- 
tent to judge of it, might have full opportunity to 
reach correct conclusions concerning it. 





A DESPATCH of Oct. 7 from Lake Mohonk, N. Y., 
says: “The firet session of the Lake Mohonk Indian 
Conference was held this morning. Thesmost tell- 
ing address of the morning was by Lieutenant 
W. W. Wotherspoon, U.S. Army, in charge of the 
Apache prisoners at Mount Vernon Barracks, Ala. 
Under his instructions many of the 400 or 500 Ind- 
jans have learned carpentering. They have built for 
themselves eighty twuo-room trame houses. Lieu- 
tenant Wotberspoon commands the largest Indian 
company in the U. S.—seventy-eight men. They 
make admirable soldiers, and are fast learning not 
only military drill, but to read, write, and keep ac- 
counts. The secret of his success lies chiefly in the 
fact that he allows none of them to go to liquor 
saloons or to the canteens. Finding that under the 
law he had power to forbid the selling of liquor to 
the Indians under exclusive Governmental control, 
he caused to be arrested and fined, after fruitiess 
warnings, the chief liquor sellers who were im- 
prisoned for three months each atan expense to 
them of about $1,000.”’ 





THe New York Herald, referring to the court 
martial case of Lieutenant J. A. Swift, CU. 8S. Army, 
says editorially: “The President has commuted 
the sentence to a complete stoppage of promotion 
for five years. To a non-prejudiced, non-martinet 
mind the punishment would still, seem excessive. 
Men convicted of disgraceful drunkenness apd du- 
plication of accounts escape with lighter sentences, 
and in view of the” expense forced upon Lieuten- 
ant Swift by official orders, a suspension of punish- 
ment altogether would not have been a dangerous 
letting down of the bars of military discipline.” 








THE bronze statue of General U. S. Grant was un- 
veiled in Lincoln Park, Chicago, Oct. 7, in the pres- 
ence of nearly one hundred thousand persons. The 
orator of the day was General Walter Q. Gresham, 
Judge of the U.S. Court of Appeals. The monu- 
ment cost $70,000, and the money was raised by pop- 
ular subscription. The military procession, Regu- 
lars and Militia, was an imposing one. Major Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, U.S. A., was in command, and 
was attended by a brilliant staff. 








Tue Regular Army and Navy Union has now 
thirty-one garrisons, all named after distinguished 
personages, military and civil,and several others 
are in process of formation. The organization has 
been very successful so far, and many prominent 
officers of the Army are taking an earnest practical 
interest in it.

SurG.-GEN. CHAS. SUTHERLAND in his annual re- 
port made public this week makes the very gratify- 
ing statement that, as the result of the canteen sys- 
tem principally, drunkenness has decreased to 44.45 
per thousand as comparec with 45.64 in 1889, and 
62.22 in 1879-88. Every medical officer who refers to 
this system approves of it with the exception of 
Capt. R. R. Ball, temporarily in charge at Fort 
Riley, Kan., and the records of his post appear to 
argue in favor of the canteen, notwithstanding the 
views of Capt. Ball.

THE above are designs of badges recently ap- 
proved by the War Department for issue as prizes 
for the successful first and second class gunners in 
battery competitions. These badges are to be of ail- 
ver, and will be manufactured at the Rock Island 
Arsenal. They will be issued to first and second 
class gunners of each battery who may have re- 
ceived seventy-five per cent. of the general aggre- 
gate maximum figure of merit in accordance with 
G. VU. 182 of 1890, providing for heavy artillery prac- 
tice. ‘the first class gunners comprise the five men 
receiving the bighest percentage of the aggregate 
figure of merit, and the second class the ten receiv- 
ing the next bighest percentage of this aggregate. 
The classification and insignia are to be held only 
during the practice year next succeeding the com- 
petition at which they are won, when they will 
again be competed for, thus differing from the 
small arms regulations which gives successful com- 
petitors permanent possession of their prizes.

CAMP OKLAHOMA, OKLAHOMA CITY, 0. T. 


SEPTEMBER 28, 1891. 


THE opening to settlement of the former reserva- 
tions of the Sac and Fox, the lowa, the Pottawo- 
tamie and Absentee Shawnees Indians, lying east 
and northeast of this point, has been the cause of 
upusual activity at Camp Oklahoma for the past 
few weeks. 

Captain Hayes, with Troop G, 5th Cav., has been 
scouting in the Sac and Fox couutry, and Captain 
Watts and Lieut. Jones, 5th Cav., with Troop B, 
and Lieut. E. Swift, Jr., with Troop ©, 5th Cav., 
have been in the Pottawotamie country. Lieut. J. 
A. Penn, Jr., 13th Inf..on temporary duty at this 
camp, left here Sept. 18 with Capt. Stiles’ company 
of the 10th Inf., and marched to the town site of 
County “B,” now known as Tecumseh, and guarded 
the town site until it was forma'ly opened by Gov- 
ernor Steele at noon of Sept. 23. The country was 
thrown open at noon, Sept. 22, and from 10,000 to 
15,000 people entered the new lands. Therace in 
many places was very exciting. Fully 3000 people 
made the race for the tuwn site of Tecumseh, but as 
it had not been declared open by Governor Steele, 
the boomers had to be held in cheek upon the ber- 
ders of the town site. This was successfully accom— 
plished by Lieut. Penn with his detachment of 25 
enlisted men of Co. G, 10th Inf. 

At boon on the 23d the rush was made for the town 
iots, the crowd by that time numbering about 3,500, 
many of them mounted, and the races from the 
north and south lines of the town site were like two 
great cavalry charges. The infantrymen acquitted 
themselves very creditably by hoiding in check 
such a largeand determined body of boomers and 
—— the town site clear of intruders until it was 
declared open. 

Captain Guthrie, witb bis company (A), 13th Inf., 
passed through On the 21st, on his way to Tecumseh 
to go into permanent camp. Lieut. Penn returned 
with Co. G, 10th Inf., on Saturday, the 26th. Capt.

The 
board will meet again next month to conduct the 
tests. Inthe meantime the foundations for the 
finder are being laid at Fort Wadaworth. This in- 
strument needs a very accurate setting, as it com- 
persates automatically for the curvature of the 
earth and the action of the tides. 





The disappearing carriage of a ten inch gun, built 
by the Poeumativ Guo Curriage Co. of Washington, 
D. C., for the Army Ordnance Bureau, has been 
completed and will be tested at Sandy Hook as soon 
asa proper grade of powder can be obtained for 
the gun to he mounted upon it. The firing tests will 
made uoder the supervision of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortification, and will be as follows: 
1. ‘Ten preliminary rounds with such charges as 
Muy be suited to test the working and adjustment 
of tne several parts of the carriage. 

2. Ten rounds with full service charges as may be 
directed by the board. 

3. Ten rounds wito full service charges as rapidly 
as the gun can be served. 

If failures to meet these requirements occur, fur- 
ther tests may be made. The test wiil be held as 
soon as suitavie powder has been obtained.

{MILITIA INSPECTION REPORTS. 


A VERY thorough system of reports upon the ino- 
spection of the annual encampments of the militia 
bas been adopted by Gen. Breckenridge since he be- 
came lIpsp.-General, U.8. A. Blanks are issued to 
the inspecting cffiivers, which they can fill up with 
the information required to secure a upiform esti- 
mate of the value of the National Guard regiments. 
Among tbe questions asked are the following: How 
many officers of the State troops are graduates of 
the schools or colleges at which instruction is given 
by U. 8. officers, and in what positions? and how 
many are Military Academy graduates? What are 
the facilities for concentrating troops in case of 
emergency? What system is there for wagon or 
pack transportstion? What drills or parades are 
required by law? In what respects are the upiforme 
better or inferior to those issued to the Army? 
There are altogether 128 questions instituting a 
minute inquiry into the State regulations governing 
the militia, the details of the encampment, the dis- 
cipline, uniform,armament,equipments,guard duty, 
ceremonies, drills, target practice of the troops 
the internal economy of the camp. A report 
for publication is required, and a separate report 
of matters which it may appear best not to publish. 
in the “general remarks” itis stated that—‘ The 
importance of this service with, and reports upon, 
the militia can hardly be overestimated; encour- 
agement, instruction, comradery and a mutual un 
derstanding in readiness for field service should re- 
sult. And the desire is to leave each inspector un- 
tramwmelled in his own way of powentes the whole 
watter, but to get certain details, in addition, as de- 
finitely as possible from all.” 





BRIGADE FIELD DAY. 


Tue Field Day of the ist Brigade of New York 
National Guard, in command of Brig.-Gen. Louis

The troops reached tbe ground between nine and 
half-past ten A. M., and the moraing was occupied 
with battalion drills. ‘be afternoon was devoted 
to flela manvceuvres and a dress parade and review. 
The day clored with a review in lipe, followed by a 
passage by divisions. The work of the entire day 
was higbly creditable.

FROM BERING SEA, 
OUNALASKA, Sept. 21, 1891. 


Tne allied fleets which have operated so harmoni- 
ously and efficiently in these waters during the 
present summer are now disbanding. The breaking 
up began Aug. 26, when H. M. 8. Porpoise returned 
to tbe China station via Petropolovski. Sept. 7 the 
Marion, under urgent orders from Washington, 
railed for Yokohama via Honolulu, and three days 
later the Alert set out in a mild sort of way for 
Yokohama via Petropolovski, if possible. She is such 
a travesty on a modern man-of-war that she could 
be used to drive dull care away in a big fleet. Her 
consumption of coal is so disproportioned to her 
speed that her officers are absviutely discouraged. 

HB. M. 8. Pheasant is to leave here to-day for Vic- 
toria, en route to Panama, where she -will recom- 
mission in December, and the Nymphe will soon fol- 
low. lt is hardly likely that any more sealing ves- 
sels remain, unless in ambush fora raid on the rook- 
eries of St. Paul later on. Just now the seals are 
said to be “stagy”’ and skin unfit for the market, 
and the weather is apt to be vile in September and 
Uctober. 

The prison ship Al-ki still guards the inner har- 
bor and may remain until the end of the month. 
Her marines have done themselves great credit 
here. 

It bas been decided by the senior officer present to 
extend the date of his departure to Oct. 1, about 
which time the Mohican, is and Al-ki, with the 
Marine Detachment, were to start for San Fraacisco. 

It was supposed that the British senior officer 
would also remain with the Nymphe, but they bave 
all had enuugh of Bering Sea ana, the sealing season 
haviog closed Sept. 1, could see no sufficient reason 
for staying around any longer. A short time after 
the departure of the Porpoise for China, the Pheas- 
ant was sent to Victoria and, when the British com- 
missioners got back from tbe Russian Seal Islands 
and Petropaulovski, in the Danube (Sept. 17), it was 
decided to withdraw all of the force. The Nym 
and Danube sailed. on Sept. 20 for Victoria via_Sit- 
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ka, the Muir glacier, and several intervening points. 
Their steam collier, the Costa F‘ which was cost- 
ing them $400 a day, went along. ious coal. 

Sept. 17 the revenue steamer Bear, Capt. Mike 
Healy, arrived from the Arctic torelieve the Rush, 
which sailed for San Francisco Sept. 21. The Bear 
bad orders toremain until December and will be 
looked to to protect the islands from raids on the 
rookeries. She brought from the Siberian coast a 
herd of 16 reindeer to be introduced into the islands, 
where Do one seems to want tbem. It is as much as 
the people there can do to take care of themselves, 
and the littleintercommunication that is had by the 
island villages is conducted in their skin canoes. 
There is no interior trade. 

Capt. Healy’s specialty of late bas been the whal- 
ing fleet, but he is well informed upon the sealing 
question ‘and has insisted in his reports to the Treas- 
ury Department that the only reliable and effectual 
way to guard the islands against raids, now more 
than ever likely, is to provide a small land force of 
either marines or sailore, to be stationed on both St. 
Paul end St. George, with telephonic commupnica- 
tion between the large seal rookeries. An English 
paval officer suggests that there should also be 
three Gatling or Nordenfeldt guns on each island. 

Tbe coal famine which existed was relieved by the 
arrival of the old. ship Hricsson, once the famous

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A SOFT COAL BOILER. 


THE GORTON AND LIDGERWOOD COMPANY appear 
to bave solved the problem of using soft coalin a 
beating boiler with the Gorton soft coal boiler in- 
vented by Mr. Charles Gorton, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
The abundance of this coal in the South and West 
bas led to many attempts to obtain such a boiler, 
but tbe heavy deposits of soot or unconsumed car- 
bon on the heating surface of the boiler has pre- 
vented satisfactory results. 

The construction of the tire pot of the Gorton soft 
coal boiler is such that perfect combustion is mair- 
tained by admitting sufficient additional air through 
a fingered ring above the surface of the grate, be- 
tween the fire pot and the cokipg chamber, and ig- 
Diting all the gases arising from the coking process, 
thus preventing the deposit of soot. 

The construction of the boiler can be read- 
ily understood by reference to the illustration. It 
is such that it generates steam in the most econom- 
ical and effectual manner, as the gases come in con- 
tact withthe tubes and inside of the shell at the 
highest temperature. and, cooling, pass through the 
opening in front of the boiler and around the shell 
before going out the smoke-pipe at the rear. The 
boiler proper is surrounded by a non-conducting 
jacket of galvanized iron, lined with asbestos sheet- 
ing, thus confining the heat generated to its proper 
channel and preventing radiation. The mair or 
tubular part of tbe boiler is directly over the fire. 
The water-leg or lower part surrounds the fire and 
is connected to the boiler above by suitable circula- 
tion pipes. The coking chamber and coal reservoir, 
which is annular, is between the lower outer sur- 
face of the boiler aud tbe upper part of the water- 
leg, and will hold enough coal to last from twelve 
to twenty-four hours. 

The position of the coal pockets is such that the 
reservoir is as easily filled as an ordinary kitchen 
range. The fingered ring which surrounds the grate 
allows the air to pass through the fire, thus keeping 
up asharp fire long after the grate is covered with 
ashes. The grate, which is of an improved form, is 
furnisbed with an upright lever attachment for 
shaking, which does away with any necessity of 
stooping and is a very convenient arrangement. 
The boiler througbout is made with great care.
